In  2013,  Crabb  similarly 
ruled  the  ministerial  housing 
allowance  unconstitutional  but 
the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  Seventh  Circuit  m  Chicago 
overturned  her  decision,  nu- 
ing  the  plaintiffs  —  the  Free- 
dem  Prom  Rdiffon  Founda- 
tkm  (FPRF),  headquartered  in 
Madiron,  Wi.  —  lacked  stand- 
ii^tosue.

Constitution  by  re¬ 
fusing  to  permit  the  g^p’a 
leadm  to  claim  the  minist^ 
rial  housing  allowance.
